The Selectmen’s Word 
IN MEMORIAM 


During the past year death claimed two former town officials, 
Elmer M. Roberts and Fred W. Jones. Mr. Roberts held the of- 
fice of chairman of the Board of Selectmen for eight years and 
Mr. Jones was selectman for four years. Mr. Roberts was also 
long identified with the business and church life of the town. 
Both were men of high character, integrity and ability and fol- 
lowing a custom that we believe was established by Mr. Roberts, 
we are devoting elsewhere a page to each of them as a token of 
the high esteem in which they were held by their fellow citizens. 


POOR ACCOUNT 


The overdraft in the 1940 Poor Account was due to the esti- 
mate of the Overseers being reduced $3,000, from $12,000 to $9,000. 
While it is hoped that this account will not be as large in 1941, 
the Overseers feel that no less a sum than was expended in 1940 
should be appropriated for the current year. 


REVALUATION 


Again we desire to call the attention of citizens to the necessity 
of a field revaluation of all taxable property. Twenty years have 
passed since the last valuation was taken and many inequalities 
have appeared on the valuation books. It would be difficult for 
the assessors to make satisfactory individual adjustments as 

more inequalities would likely result. 


At a meeting of the Budget Committee, a representative from 
the State Assessors’ Office told of a recent survey by the State 
of real estate values in Kennebunk and he stated that Kennebunk 
might well expect an increase in its state valuation of approxi- 
mately $500,000.00 during the next few years. - 


In view of this statement, it would seem advisable for the Town 
to have a new field valuation and be ready to meet the increase 
in State taxes by more equitable valuation, rather than by a 


sharp increase in the tax rate. We recommend that a commit- 
tee be appointed to make a study of the Assessors’ Books relative 
to the need of a new valuation and report at a special meeting 
during the year.

I submit to you at this time the annual report of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools. } 
The School Census of April 1, 1940, lists 550 and 546 girls, 
a total of 1,096 persons between the ages of five and twenty-one 
years in the town on that date. There were 810 enrolled in the 
schools of Kennebunk this fall.

There have been few changes in the teaching corps of the 
town. Late in the summer Mr. Hawkins of the high school re- 
' signed to accept another position. Mr. Robert Plaisted of San- 
ford, a recent graduate of Bates College, was selected to fill the 
vacancy. Mr. Wilfred Paro has been added to the faculty of 
‘the high school to carry on some physical education work and 
some academic work. The enrollment in the high school had 
increased so much that we had found it necessary to increase 
the number of teachers in order to meet the state requirement 
of an average teaching load of not more than thirty pupils.- 

Recently, Mr. Verne Bodwell has been called to active service 
in the Naval Reserves. He has been granted leave of absence 
and his place taken by Mr. Frank Jewett, Jr., a graduate of 
Bates College in 1940. Mr. Jewett’s major and minor subjects 
at college were those in which the new instructor must be pro- 
ficient. We were fortunate in these times of change for young 
men due to national needs, to find a young man so well qualified 
to meet our need. 

We have continued the work of the helping teachers in the 
Cousens and the Park Street schools as I outlined in my report 
of last year. During the fall term, 147 pupils received assist- 
ance in those rooms with a maximum of 20 hours and a minimum 
of one hour spent on individual children. Mrs. Benson has 
worked a total of 505 hours with 54 children, Mrs. Morton a 
total of 353 hours with 48 children, and Mrs. Watkins a total of 
385 hours with 41 children. 

We are compelled to ask for more money this year because of 
increased expenses which did not appear in last year’s report. In 
1939 the fiscal year ended December 31, which caused the large 
balances in school accounts for that year and made it possible to 
carry on with smaller appropriations. This year we do not have 
those balances to aid us. I am glad to report again that the 
committee has administered the funds provided so carefully that 
there are balances in nearly every account. 

We have carried out the usual minor repairs. The ‘cesspool at 
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West Kennebunk was repaired. Painting was done at the Cous- 
ens and Park Street buildings. The walk to the front entrance 
at the Cousens School was hard surfaced. At the high school all 
the interior woodwork was refinished, an outside bell and an en- 
trance light were installed. The walks to all the front doors 
were covered with the asphalt preparation which has been used 
on the sidewalks of the town. This improvement has been appre- 
ciated, as formerly the gravel or crushed stone carried into the 
building was doing considerable damage to the asphalt floors. 

May I express my thanks to the teachers, to the members of 
the school committee and to all citizens who have helped in carry- 
ing on the important work of educating our children.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To Mr. John S. Carver, Superintendent of Schools— 
Dear Sir: 

I hereby submit to you the annual report of the principal of 
Kennebunk High School. 

A new course, Physical Education, has been added to the cur- 
riculum. This program which had its beginning a year ago un- 
der the supervision of several of the subject teachers has been 
taken over and enlarged upon by a graduate of Arnold College, 
Mr. Wilfred Paro. Among the aims of the physical education 
program are the following:—to provide a background of neuro- 
muscular skills, to form correct health habits, habits of safety, 
and to meet the need of the individual by corrective exercises. 

The Home Economics course has shown an increase in enroll- 
ment of thirty-six pupils since last year, making a total of one 
hundred and six girls in that course. This is a very interesting 
and significant trend. A new class for the Senior girls has been 
instituted this year and includes work in crafts, sewing, interior 
decorating and foods. A Home Economics Club has been formed, 
the members of which have done sewing for the Red Cross. 

In the Manual Training Course the enrollment has also in- 
creased. A change has been made in the curriculum so that 
seventh grade shop now includes sheet metal work and the eighth 
grade practical work in electricity, wrought iron, copper, and 
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woodworking. The shop work in the upper high school classes is 
at present confined to woodworking. 

In the Commercial Department, new second year subjects have 
been added—Commercial Law, Typewriting II, and Shorthand II. 
Excellent progress has been made. At this writing, two pupils 
have already received their one hundred word transcription cer- 
tificates. The award is made by “The Gregg Writer” to the stu- 
dent who can take dictation in shorthand at one hundred words 
per minute for five minutes and transcribe it on the typewriter 
with 95% accuracy. Several men in town are cooperating with 
the school in that they are having second year commercial stu- 

dents (who have fulfilled certain requirements) visit their offices 
one day a week for a six week period. During the time at the 
office, the student will observe office practices and get general 
work experience. 

After a year and a half of operating, the school cafeteria has 
been firmly established and has shown a steady increase in the 
number of pupils patronizing it. 

The band and orchestra under the direction of Mr. Firth and 
Miss Balch respectively are showing continuous and gratifying 
improvement. This year the band will, for the first time, enter 
state competition. 

At the end of the first semester our science eee Mr. Verne 
Bodwell, was called to active duty in the Navy. His place has 
been taken by Mr. Frank Jewett, Jr., a Bates graduate, who has 
assumed his duties with enthusiasm and insight.

REPORT OF MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


Superintendent John 'S. Carver: 
Dear Sir: 

It is again my privilege to submit a report as Supervisor of 
Music in the schools of Kennebunk. 

As my schedule at the High School building has been rear- 
ranged it has been necessary to change my grade school schedule 
to three visits in two weeks.’ 

In the sub-primary and first grade, rote songs, monotone drill, 
and rhythm expressed through folk dances and the Rhythm Band 
make up the lessons. This year each school has a Rhythm Band 
and they all are working upon the same numbers. In the second 
grade, music reading is introduced. The classes from the second 
grade up gradually increase their knowledge of music rudiments. 
In order to present this in various and interesting ways the mu- 
sical game of Maestro has been introduced. This gives the needed 
repetition of facts without too much drudgery for the child. 
During the last year the children have all participated in musi- 
eal activities on programs in their own schools, and the Day 
Street school produced the operetta, “The Palace of Careless- 
ness.” At this time I wish to thank all the teachers and friends 
who helped in this production. 

In the seventh and eighth grades, each division has one period 
a week and once in four weeks, a joint class of all the divisions. - 
This year much stress has been made upon the singing of bass, 
tenor, and alto parts, particularly in the familiar songs such as 
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“Old Black Joe” and the Christmas Carols. Melody is known to 
all of us but with the four parts harmony comes into being. 

In the senior High School one period a week is allotted to 
Chorus, one to a small Girls’ Glee Club, and one to a Boys’ Glee 
Club, with the other Girls’ Glee Club meeting every Monday after- 
noon and Orchestra meeting on Thursday afternoons. ‘The Girls’ 
Glee Clubs are appearing as one rather than as two divisions this 
year. Last March all Glee Clubs sang at the Senior Play and 
also at the Band Concert. Music was furnished by the Orchestra, 
and Glee Clubs or members of Glee Clubs at the Prize Speaking 
contest, the three one-act plays and at graduation. Since this 
September the Girls’ Glee Club has furnished music for the senior 
play in November and the broadcast in January. 

This year Mr. Firth again has the Band. As before, private 
and class lessons are carried on both in the High School and at 
the Park Street school. All grade children have the opportunity 
of taking advantage of the classes at the Park Street School. 

In closing I wish to thank all who have worked so hard and so 
well with me to place music in the lives of all pupils, that it may 
add to the worthy use of their leisure time and in the lives of 
some, that it may become their life’s work.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF ART AND 
PENMANSHIP 


Supt. of School, Mr. John S. Carver. 
Dear Sir: 
Again I am submitting an annual report of my work as teacher 
and supervisor of art and penmanship in the Kennebunk schools. 
There are now 600 pupils under my instruction. Grades from 
sub-primary to sixth, in fifteen different rooms, are each visited 
three times every two weeks; and, besides the lessons taught 
then, are given assignments to be directed by the room teachers. 
Seventh and eighth grades are divided for my work as follows: 
27 eighth-grade girls, 39 eighth-grade boys, 80 seventh-grade 
girls, 24 seventh-grade boys. Eiach of the four groups is taught 
twice a week, my subjects alternating as in other grades, but 
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with more time on art than on Sep re which is reversed in 
grades below the fifth. 

We now have two groups, including 24 students, taking high 
school art. Each group has one 40-minute period a week for in- 
struction, with the privilege of working on individual problems 
both periods if such is desired. This limited schedule will not 
bring large production, but is affording at least some opportunity 
for those with talent or interest in the subject. 

The first-year group take up advanced work in an outline sim- 
ilar to that used in the grades, with some new mediums, and 
some allowance for emphasis on individual preferences. The sec- 
ond-year group, still an experimental one, of course, spent some 
time in the fall on block-printing, making their own linoleum 
blocks and designs, and mostly using crude implements. Some 
attractive Christmas cards and other good prints resulted. At 
present they are starting a graduated course in principles of de- 
sign. Some of their work for last year was exhibited in a down 
town window kindly lent by Mr. George Tomlinson. 

Work from all grades and high school groups was exhibited 
in the High School auditorium last spring, at a meeting of the 
Parent-Teachers Association. 

A few eighth-grade girls made posters for the public library, 
in observance of Children’s Book Week, in November. We plan 
more of this for next fall. Several times posters have been made 
to announce special school events. 

As stated before, our aim is to develop appreciation of art prin- 
ciples in every-day life, with plenty of room for individual ex- 
pression and talent in creative work. Almost all pupils are 
keenly interested in the subject. 

As opportunity comes, we gladly correlate our work with that 
in other subjects, and desire suggestions from teachers in re- 
gard to such cooperation, 

In penmanship we continue to aim for healthful posture, ease, 
legibility, and consistent speed. 

Sub-primary classes write letter forms only at the blackboard 
till the small alphabet has been covered once, and then begin 
some work with pencils. Letters of simple form are taught first, 
rather than in alphabetical order. 

Most of the penmanship work in seventh and eighth grades 
consists of preparing satisfactory sets of drills from the manu- 
als. Those who have developed good habits of posture and move- 
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ment have these sets sent away as examinations, and receive cer- 
tificates. 

All cooperation from those connected with our work is much 
appreciated.

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Report of Road Commissioner 


As your Road Commissioner for 1940, it is my privilege to re- 
port as follows: There have been constructed short sections of 
road on the Maguire, Harrisicket, Old Falls, Whitten, Great Hill 
and Hammond Roads from special appropriations. The funds re- 
ceived from the State for repairs on Rural Free Delivery Roads 
was expended in making general repairs on the Old Road, Whit- 
ten Road and Wakefield Road. 

I have been able to make all of the repairs and maintenance 
from the regular road and bridge appropriation and keep same 
within the amount appropriated. 

Seven hundred feet of sidewalk was resurfaced on High 
Street, beginning at Pleasant Street and ending at the residence 
of Leroy Lowery. Four hundred and fifty feet of sidewalk was 
resurfaced on Grove Street, beginning at Park Street and end- 
ing at the residence of Eugene Drown. I recommend that be- 
fore this sidewalk is continued, changes be made in the grade of 
the street, so that a proper sidewalk grade may be established. 

Four hundred feet of sidewalk was resurfaced on Fletcher 
street, beginning at Main Street and ending at the residence of 
Dallas Lunt. This completes the sidewalk on Fletcher Street. 
Four hundred and fifty feet of sidewalk with granite curbing 
was constructed on the road leading to Gooch’s Beach from 
Lower Village. Also, a great many places have been patched on 
various other streets, including York Street, Main Street and 
Bourne Street. 

We have worked on sidewalks which are most largely used; 
also those in bad condition; at this rate of progress, in a few 
years, our sidewalks should be in fine condition.

This is the first year in which the appropriation for parks, 
plots, playground and care of shade trees was under one appro- 
priation and our financial report is made accordingly. 

‘The work of caring for the various plots and playground has 
been carried on as usual, the trees sprayed and as much trim- 
ming and pruning done as we felt our appropriation would allow. 

Under the appropriation for the High School Athletic Field we 
employed Libby and Dow, civil. engineers, to make a survey and 
draw a complete contour map of the field. This was done and 
their report and accompanying letter filed with the Selectmen. 

They estimate the cost of proper grading and draining of this 
field to be between $16,000 and $18,000. 

We have ditched the Lafayette Elm Park and started Aline So 
‘as to have a well graded lawn from Storer Street to: Parsons 
Street. 

We had the Lafayette Elm inspected by tree experts and found 
eleven cavities which needed cleaning, treating and filling with 
cement. The cavities have been cleaned but on account: of the 
cold weather the cement work was not done and the larger ap- 
-propriation asked for this year is to pay for the tree work and 
finish the grading of the park.

Your Commission has just completed its first two years under 
a personnel entirely apart from either the executive or mechan- 
ical forces at the Plant. We believe this is as it should be for 
the best interests of the town. 


A study of the Treasurer’s report will reveal increased profits 
for the year 1940, in fact the largest net returns in the Electric 
Department’s history.

It is most gratifying that although the West Kennebunk shoe 
factory through a dull and even shutdown season curtailed its 
normal consumption, that the other commercial and domestic 
requirements were enlarged sufficiently to more than offset the 
shrinkage. 


- In our two plants we feel that praise is due to the loyalty and 
ability of our entire personnel. 


-In Supt. Furbish we have a modest, conscientious, thorough- 
going engineer, who takes his position most seriously, never fail- 
ing in any stress to sacrifice his own time for the town’s benefit. 

The other men in the plant have proven themselves most loyal. 


The men on outside service never fail to cheerfully respond to 
outside calls day or night; their whereabouts, when off duty, are 
always a matter of record at the office.

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REPORT OF TREASURER AND MANAGER 
FOR THE YEAR 1940 


To the Electric Light Commission: 
Gentlemen :— 

The Electric Light Department reports a net profit from its op- © 
erations $18,285.19. This amount exceeds the profits of any pre- 
vious year by three thousand dollars. 

Three thousand dollars have been charged to Depreciation Re- 
serve and.the balance of the net profits $15,285.19 credited to 
Earned Surplus, making the balance in this account $193,728.95. 

The Depreciation Reserve account carries a credit balance of 
$28,111.05. | 

At the beginning of 1940, there were outstanding $8,000.00 in 
notes due the Kennebunk Savings ‘Bank. In the year 1937 the 
town authorized the Light Commission to borrow a sum, not to 
exceed $20,000.00, for the purchase of the property known as the 
Linen Thread Company industrial plant. at .West Kennebunk, 
Maine. The sum total of $18,000.00 was borrowed of the Ken- 
nebunk Savings Bank and notes given for same. 

The following year, 1938, $5,000.00 were paid, again in 1939 
$5,00.00 were paid and the balance of $8,000.00 in 1940. There 
are no other notes or obligations against the Department. 

The sum of $5,000.00 has been paid the Town Treasurer of 
Kennebunk. This leaves a balance of $9, 418. 98 that the Depart- 
ment has obligated itself to pay the Town.., 

Forty-seven new meters have been. installed and twenty-one 
meters removed for various reasons. This gives us a net increase 
of twenty-six and brings the total number of meters on the lines 
to one thousand one hundred and eighty-three. 

A primary line has been built on the Ross Road, so called, lead- 
ing off from the Number 1 highway, thus giving service to seven 
new customers. 

About ten miles of new copper wire has been run through Ale- 
wive replacing a like amount having been in use since that dis- 
trict first had lights. The new wire, being of larger gauge, will 
improve the service to those takers in that section. 

Our line crew cleaned up the old York Utility line running 
from a point near the New High School building on Fletcher 
Street to the point where the line left the main highway near 
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what is known as Number 10. : This removed a hazard that has 
long existed both to the public and our lines. 

The old line was, built in 1899, and during recent years, hav- 
ing not been in use, was not properly maintained. The York 
Utility Company paid the Department for this work.

REPORT OF BUDGET COMMITTEE 
To the Citizens of Kennebunk: 


The Budget Committee in making their recommenda- 
tions for 1941 have carefully considered the fixed op- 
erating expenses of the town. These charges are large 
but they must be faced. Our children must be educated 
in the modern way, our streets and roads must be prop- 
erly maintained and surfaced, and during the winter 
months the snow must be removed from our highways 
and sand must be spread on icy surfaces in sufficient 
quantity to make them safe for our ever increasing 
traffic. These factors make necessary a large appropri- 
ation and money must be raised to insure its payment. 

With the expectation of increased State and County 
taxes, the town tax is certain to be higher than in pre- 
vious years. To keep this rate as low as possible it is 
earnestly hoped that our recommendations will be 
closely followed and that additional appropriations will 
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not meet with the approval of the citizens of Kennebunk. 
Your acceptance of our recommendations is a vote of 
confidence in the method of handling our town finances.
